A unique, non-denominational message on drugs, 
signed recently by Bishop Leo T. Maher and the two 
other local Christian bishops, will be presented to an 
estimated 500,000 San Diegans attending church 
services this weekend. 

Believed to be unprecedented in California, the 
‘Joint pastoral’? was authored by Bishop Maher, 
Bishop C. Brinkley Morton of the Episcopal Diocese of 
San Diego, and Bishop George D. McKinney, who 
heads the Southern California Jurisdiction of the 
Church of God in Christ. 

It was released to the news media Nov. 7, and read 
into the minutes of the San Diego City Council 
meeting Nov. 18. 

The three bishops have directed that the message be 
presented to their respective church members when the 
Advent season begins this Sunday. 

The three church leaders direct some 214 parishes 
and congregations with memberships totaling 500,000. 

Their statement asks San Diegans of all beliefs to use 
their faith as a tool to eliminate the use of drugs in 
modern society.

‘Saying ‘no’ to drugs is a start, but not the end to 
drug abuse,’’ the message begins. “‘Simply to say ‘no’ 
leaves one in a moral void that can only be filled, 
individually and as a society, by saying ‘yes.’ ”’ 

** *Yes’ to the power of the transcendent being, God 
our Father; 

“* “Yes’ to the affirmation of a drug-free and a 
spirit-filled life; 

** *Yes’ to a society that combats the dealers preying 
on our weaknesses; 

““ *Yes’ to the education in values that gives 
meaning and purpose to our existence. 

“The tragedy of drug abuse is not simply the 
statistics of lost lives, increased crime and decreased 
productivity. The tragedy is the moral erosion of our 
society that has allowed an abuse of freedom and the 
enslavement of countless men, women and children in 
drug dependency.’’ 

Bishop Maher said the drug problem goes beyond its 
ability to ruin individual lives. 

“Drugs could easily ruin our society,’’ he

Blacks convene to discuss evangelization 


Bishop Maher there 
to answer questions

LINDA VISTA — “‘Because we speak English, it was 
often thought we (blacks) could be evangelized”’ into the 
white, English-speaking Catholic community, said 
Deacon Marvin Threatt at a convocation of black 
Catholics at the University of San Diego High School 
gym. 

Threatt is chairman of the diocesan Commission of 
Black Catholics which sponsored the Nov. 22 
convocation. Its purpose was to develop methods to 
evangelize the millions of unchurched blacks. 

Information obtained will be used to prepare agenda 
items for the National Congress of Black Catholics to be 
held at The Catholic University of America in 
Washington D.C. next May. 

More than 50 people took part in the convocation that 
was made up of an orientation, small group discussions 
and an open forum with Bishop Leo T. Maher. 

Father Giles Conwill, the diocese’s only black priest, 
noted that black Catholics have encountered racism from 
non-black church members throughout U.S. history. 
“‘But in spite of the racism and neglect heaped on by this 
church, we blacks have remained faithful .. . because 
we love Christ,’’ he said: 

The church is slow to adapt black worship styles into 
the liturgy, he said during a historical overview of black 
Catholics in the United States. More than just gospel 
music is needed; black praying and preaching styles also 
should be incorporated into the Mass. 

“You have a power that you do not recognize,”’ said 
Bishop Maher following the small group discussion 
reports. 

“Most of the time when a black person stands to speak, 
everyone listens,’’ Bishop Maher said. He cited the black 
community’s opposition to the recently defeated school 
clinic proposal as a sign of the power blacks possess. 

The bishop suggested organizing a speakers bureau to 
speak for the local black Catholic community. 

The many blacks who need evangelizing also can be 
reached through the catechumenate. This ‘‘will bring 
them a greater appreciation of the Word of God,’’ the 
bishop said. 

After the bishop’s remarks, an open forum was held. 
Questions included how to sensitize non-blacks who work 
in the black community to black culture; how to improve 
the black community’s sense of ownership of their 
parishes; and how to improve poor families’ access to 
Catholic education. Several people also suggested that the 
Diocesan Office should employ blacks. 

Father Conwill noted the lack of participation by clergy 
who work in the black Catholic community. Only two 
pastors, Msgr. Francis Pattison of St. Rita and Jesuit 
Father Robert Fambrini of Christ the King, attended the 
day of reflection. 

Seminarians and staff members of the various diocesan 
departments also should have been present at. the 
convocation. Their participation might have helped them 
“‘become more sensitized to black culture,’’ Father 
Conwill said. 

Bishop Maher and Msgr. Pattison said scheduling 
conflicts may explain the lack of attendance by clergy and 
diocesan department staff.

Other 


members bobbed their heads in response to the rhythm of 


the old-time favorites. 

Across the room five seniors were engrossed in a card 
game they called “‘golf.’’ 

The kitchen sent a blend of turkey-dinner fragrances 
throughout the hall. Trini Taylor and six helpers mashed 
mountains of potatoes for the Thanksgiving banquet they 
would serve after the noon Mass. 

For a time these sights and sounds escaped some 25 
other members who were absorbed in the contemporary 
film, ‘*Miracle of the Sun’’ shown in the adjoining parish 
library. Afterward, Sister Eleanor McNally, CPPS, coor- 
dinator of the club and the parish adult education pro- 


gram, led a brief discussion on Our Lady of Fatima’s 


message. 
The film ‘‘gave me more hope for peace,’’ Frances 
Gammiicchia told the Southern Cross.

Other members gave their impressions of the Over 50 
Club. 

“It’s like family,’’ said Rose Burgio who expressed her 
pleasure with the activities. 

Her sister, Jenny Lombardo agreed. ‘‘I love to be with 
the gang.’’ She is anticipating the group’s second bus trip 
to a colonia in Tijuana to deliver food, clothing and 
blankets. Lombardo said she was surprised to see the 


Mexicans there dressed in dirty, ragged clothing, de- 
prived of running water. 
Jo Alduenda said she enjoys her responsibilities of col- 


lecting fees and keeping attendance records. 

Physical fitness claimed one segment of time. Dolores 
Laughlin led a dozen members in limb-siretching, 
muscle-strengthening and joint-rotating exercises. 

This was followed by a spirited sing-along. Noble 
introduced the club’s theme song, a parody he wrote to 
“Side by Side.’’ Lupe Amezcua sang a solo in Spanish. A 
gradual crescendo connected oné song to the next and ex- 
ploded into a rousing rendition of ‘‘Rancho Grande’? — 
complete with clapping. 

Sister McNally told the Southern Cross the parish’s se- 
niors represent three levels of energy — ‘‘go-go, slow-go 
and no-go.”’ The Over 50 members, who ‘‘want to social- 
ize and improve themselves,’’ exemplify the first catego- 
ry, she said. About half of them participate in other parish 
ministries or volunteer for community service 


The five-hour Thursday sessions offer a wide array of 


activities. Some are requested by members; all are ap- 
proved by the group, Sister McNally said. 

She leads discussions on Scripture readings for the fol- 
lowing Sunday. Taylor gives lessons in conversational 
Spanish. Guest speakers’ topics range from Mercy 
Hospital’s ‘‘65 Plus’’ program to the San Diego Organ- 
izing Project. A few members sew blankets and clothing 
for Birthright, an organization that assists needy young 
mothers. 

The parish bus provides easy access to other attractions 
such as movies, plays, resorts, Padres games and the Del 
Mar fair. 

The Over 50 Club boasts 53 members. After attending 
six sessions, candidates are officially installed by Sister 
McNally. They receive badges bearing their names and 
promise to “‘help one another enjoy life as we pray togeth- 
er, play together, study together and share with those less 
fortunate.” 

Sister McNally sees the club’s spiritual, educational, 
social and service objectives come to life in the members’ 
enthusiastic participation and response. ‘“Vhey have op- 
portunities to imbibe a spirit of love and forgiveness,’’ she 
said.

In countries that have a capitalistic 
regime, the professional duties of woman are not 
compatible with the duties of motherhood. But in Russia, 
because we have given the worker-mother a particular 
favorable status, we have demonstrated that the opposite 
is true. We have created institutions which permit woman 
to fulfill at the same time her duties as a worker and as a 
mother.”’

Five years in the making, the U.S. bishops’ pastoral 
letter on the economy was adopted at the bishops’ recent 
meeting in Washington. Within days, several 
newspapers, including the Wall Street Jourzal, “The 
Washington Times and the, -Detroit News, launched 
counterattacks. Other prestigious publications, notably 
The New York Times, have strongly supported the 
document, however. 

Debate about the specifics of the pastoral is all to the 
good. In fact, the more the better. 

One has the right to expect, however, that people who 
write about the pastoral will first take the trouble to read 
it. I doubt that all of its critics in the media have done so. 
Many seem to have rushed into print on the basis of 
fragmentary news summaries or simply parroted or 
paraphrased the critique released by Michael Novak and 
William Simon. 

It is frivolous at this late date for a major paper like the 
Detroit News to argue that the bishops ought to stick to the 
‘*spiritual’’ and stop ‘‘dabbling in the secular world of 
politics and economics.’’ ‘This is an old argument, and the 
News is not the only one to make it. 

Twenty years ago, to cite but one example, the late Sir 
Arnold Lunn, a distinguished British author and convert 
to Catholicism who wore his religion on his sleeve almost 
belligerently and had a flair for muscular polemics, went 
the Detroit News one better. 


Writing in the London Tablet, Lunn said that ‘‘an 
active and mischievous minority’? of American Catholics 
were leading the church astray. He was_ particularly 
indignant about those supporting the *‘War on Poverty.”’ 
Perhaps, he wrote, “‘the most pernicious haeresis in 
modern (American) Catholicism is the allusion that the 
only Catholic activity of importance is social work among 
the poor.” 

In the final analysis, Wise Gatholic 
preoccupation — or lack of it — with the plight of the 
poor was beside the point. Lunn’s essential point was that

Voter acceptance of Proposition 63 stands as tribute to 
the lack of unity and political power that prevails among 
non-English speakers in our state. 

In no way should we attempt to disguise the real 
objective of this proposition: to defranchise an entire 
group of people solely on their inability to communicate 
in English. Proposition 63 ignores the difficulties involved 
in learning a new language, especially for people who are 
functionally illiterate even in their own langauge, as is the 
case with some Latin Americans. 

Most of our immigrants want to learn English, but 
there is a great gap between dreams and reality: job 
commitments, lack of child care faciliucs, and budgetary 
constraints (in Los Angeles County alone people stand in 
long lines for hours, just to be told that there is no more 
room for them in English classes). 


A new language and culture cannot be taught in a 
vacuum. Those who romanticize our past forget the high 
crime rates and social disorganization that existed among 
many European immigrants. 

We inherited from Imperial Britain the contempt for 
foreigners and this proposition will only give greater 
impetus for treating those who are different from others

church, the salvation of souls and the conversion of those 
who now reject the supernatural.” 

I mean no disrespect to Lunn’s memory when I say this 
is a classic example of “‘haeresis’’ — not heresy (to quote 
his own definition) in the sense of the repudiation of 
defined dogmas, but ‘‘haeresis’’ in the sense of choosing 
one aspect of Catholicism and ignoring other equally 
important aspects. 

Lunn, as an overly solicitous watchdog of Catholic 
orthodoxy and thus a careful student of official Catholic 
sources, must have known, even if the Detroit News does 
not, that there are umpteen directives in umpteen church 
documents on the danger of drawing such a sharp 
dichotomy between spiritual and temporal duties. 

Two years before Lunns’ article appeared, Vatican 
Council II’s Pastoral Constitution on the Church in the 
Modern World cut the ground out from under him. 
“They are mistaken,”’ it said, ‘‘who ‘knowing that we 
have here no abiding city but seek one which is to come, 
think that they may therefore shirk their earthly responsi- 
bilities. For they are forgetting that by the faith itself they 
are more than eyer obliged to measure up to these duties, 
each according to his proper vocation.”’ 

‘Nor, on the contrary, are they any less wide of the 
mark,’’ it went on to say, ‘‘who think that religion 
consists in acts of worship alone and in the discharge of 
certain moral obligations, and who imagine that they can 
plunge themselves into earthly affairs in such a way as to 
imply that these are altogether divorced from the religious 
life. This split between the faith which many profess and 
their daily lives deserves to be counted among the more 
serious errors of our age.”

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. Australians greet pope enthusiastically

Pope John Paul. II was greeted by sunshine and 
enthusiasm in Australia, the fifth of six nations he was to 
visit in 13 days. 

The pope celebrated Mass Nov. 24 for 100,000 people 
— the biggest crowd ever assembled in the Australian 
capital of Canberra — under warm spring sunshine and 
blue skies. ‘ 

The first five days of the trip were marked by rain and 
small crowds. 

Pope John Paul began the longest trip of his pontificate 
at the rate of a country a day, visiting the slums of 
Bangladesh Nov. 19, urging affluent Singapore 
Christians to help the poor and participating in tribal 
welcoming ceremonies in Fiji. Before flying to Australia, 
he spent Nov. 22 and 23 in New Zealand, where he urged 
the Catholic minority to take clear public positions against 
increasing secularization, religious indifference and 
abortion. 

The pope was to spend a week in Australia, and before 
returning to Rome Dec. 1 he was scheduled to stop in the

Seychelles, an island-nation in the Indian Ocean. 

Hours after landing in Australia, the pope recited a 
litany of praise for the country’s spirit and its way o! life. 

At the same time, he urged Catholics to use their votes 
to protect life ‘‘from the moment of conception,’’ an 
apparent reference to abortion and embryonic research in 
the country. 

‘“‘We speak a common language of respect for the 
human person,”’ the pope said in an address at the House 
of Parliament. 


In a reference to heavy government subsidics of 


Catholic schools and hospitals, the pope lauded the way 
church and state institutions work ‘“‘side by side’’ to 
guarantee freedom of choice and better care. 


But during an-afternoon Mass, the pope condemned 
violence against human life ‘“‘in all stages of its 
development.” 

He sounded a similar note in his talk to government 
leaders at Parliament, telling them that one basis for 
civilization is “‘reverence for human life from the moment 
of conception and throughout every stage of its earthly 
pilgrimage.”

Luke is open ended. “‘He opens up ministry further 
and further as Christianity spreads. Instead of setting up 
boundaries, Luke knocks them down,”’ said Father La- 
Verdiere, editor of Emmanuel Magazine which focuses on 
spirituality for those active in ministry. 

The New York priest said that Luke was always sensi- 
tive to new people, new cultures and women. He defined 
the four issues of Luke’s time as slave/free, rich/poor, 
men/women, and Jew/Gentile. ‘“These issues are very 
much alive today,’’ Father LaVerdiere said. ‘‘No one 
goes after these issues like Luke does.”’ 

The indigents in Luke’s Gospel, he said, are human 
sacraments of poverty we all have before God. ‘‘In Luke’s 
time, the rich and the poor lived close together,’? many 
times in the same building, he noted. 

‘“The poor were not isolated and invisible as they are in 
our country today, ‘ghettoized,’’’ he said. While there are 
few slaves in civilized countries today, people in other 
parts of the world often live in conditions akin to slavery, 
he added.

Because Luke was a Gentile, he did not spend a lot of 
time in the all-male synagogue environment, Father 
LaVerdiere said. ‘‘He was around women more and he 
recognized the role they played in the life of Jesus.” 

Today Father LaVerdiere sees the Jew/Gentile issue as 
more of a conflict between Christians and non-Christians 
such as Hindu and Moslems. ‘‘I believe that the principal 
task for the third millenium is evangelization,’’ continued 
the priest. ‘“That means we have to be able to understand, 
what it means to be Chinese.” 

‘The author of several books, Father LaVerdiere’s next 
major project will be a book on fundamentalism. ‘‘It will 
be for non-fundamentalists. I intend to show how funda- 
mentalism is not compatible with Christian life.”’

Number of participants down from last year

SAN DIEGO — Approximately 1,600 youth 
participated in the Nov. 19 Diocesan Youth Day at the 
San Diego Community Concourse. The attendance was 
down from last year’s figure of some 2,000. 

Part of the reason for the decline was that, unlike last 
year, Catholic high school freshmen and sophomores 
were not required to attend, said Stella Gonzales of the 
Office of Youth and Young Adult Ministries. 

Those attending this year were there because they 
wanted to be, she said. : 

Over 200 Imperial Valley youth traveled the 100-mile 
distance in five buses, to increase last year’s attendance 
from that area. Our Lady of Guadalupe parish in El 
Centro was represented by 120 youth, said Gonzales. 

Vincent Memorial High School in Calexico sent about 
50 students to the youth gathering. 

Brian Wong, diocesan youth consultant for the 
Imperial Valley, said that only two buses were needed to 
transport students to San Diego last year. He credited 
positive feedback from last year’s event as reason for 
Imperial Valley’s increased numbers. 

““That’s a good sign,’’ Wong said of the boom in the 
valley’s attendance. ‘‘It shows we’re having quality 
material and speakers.’’ 

Wong said he was also pleased with the number of 
Hispanic youth attending this year’s conference. About 
15 Hispanics from Brawley participated in the workshops; 
none attended last year, he added. 

Gonzales also noted that response from Hispanic youth 
regarding workshops was ‘‘wonderful. We had nothing 
but good comments.”’ 

Workshop subjects included a variety of topics: 
detection and prevention of suicide among friends, how 
Jesus communicates to people, church beliefs that youth 
find difficult to understand, a Christian view of intimacy 
and sexuality, following Christ down Madison Avenuc, 


and what it means to be Roman Catholic. 

Nationally recognized youth rally speakers Father 
Liam Kidney and Jerry Goebel spoke to the teens at 
general assemblies. Goebel, a musician, also gave a 
concert during the day which had students dancing, 
singing and hugging in the aisles. 

Youth Day concluded with an afternoon liturgy in the 
Concourse auditorium. Presiding celebrant was Bishop 
Leo T. Maher; concelebrants included Auxiliary Bishop 
Gilbert Chavez and 32 other priests. 

The entrance procession featured about 20 youth 
carrying banners made by various parish youth groups. 
Three banners were recognized as the most outstanding at 
the conclusion of the Mass. 

Father Edward Kaicher, director of the Office of Youth 
and Young Adult Ministries, awarded first place to the 
youth group from St. Rita parish, second place to 
Ascension parish and third place to Precious Blood 
parish. 

Homilist at the Mass was Father Kidney. He told the 
young men and women that sometimes: love is not 
expressed in the most obvious ways, such as when parents 
punish their children. 

He said that Christians are a forgiving people and that 
the world needs to know this. ‘““Vhey will never know 
unless you tell them.” 

“We are challenged to reach out . . . and say ‘I love 
you.” For God’s sake, don’t hold on to grudges,’’ he said. 
‘Be willing to forgive and let go. Let us tell the world that 
everyone is forgiven.”’ 

In his closing remarks at the Mass, Bishop Maher said 
he saw in the youth *‘a desire in your hearts to be brothers 
and sisters in the Lord.”’ He said they were gifted 
because of their willingness to be brothers and sisters. 
“We see you continually. growing —_ physically, 
psychologically and spiritually. In that growth, recognize 
that you have the power to give those gifts to others,”’

Keynote speaker 
emphasizes the 
‘good news’ of youth

SAN DIEGO — ‘You are the good news,”’ 
1,600 youth were told at the opening session of Youth 
Day Nov. 19. 

To highlight the day’s theme, ‘‘The Good News Is 
You,’’ keynote speaker Ralph West said the youth were

special because they were chosen by God. 

West is director of student ministries at ‘Vrinity Baptist 
Church in Santa Barbara. 

“There are some things we have no choice about,” 
such as the force of gravity and how fast others drive on 
the freeway, West said. He told his listeners they also had 
no say in being chosen by God. ‘‘God chooses us without 
reservations. 

“It is often difficult for us to believe there is anything 
good about us,”’ the speaker said. Although most people 
have heard that they are the good news, few respond posi- 
tively to the idea. 

West asked the youth to consider ways their daily lives 
demonstrate being the good news. 

He said he has never met anyone who does not want to 
lose, gain or rearrange some weight. ‘*But think what 
God could have done with this thing we call a physical 
body.”’ He drew laughter when he said that God could 
have placed people’s nostrils at the top of their noses. 

God is best at giving, he said. “‘He gave us 
life. You must decide to give your life back to 
God.” 

“Don’t be afraid to take what you've Icarned today”’ 
and apply it at home and school. Friends and family may

be apathetic to the message, but youth should not let fear 
keep them from spreading the good news. ‘‘Ask for God’s 
help,’ West said. 

“We don’t make good decisions in a panic,”’ he added. 
Therefore, youth should “‘stand firm’’ when fear grips 
them. ‘‘You can’t do well or make good choices if you’re 
running away.”

Honesty poses another problem, he said. ‘‘Vhe older 
we get, the less honest we become.”” He illustrated this by 
contrasting sincere confessions with those he described as 
“Instant replays of events.” 

“We have a terrible problem in being honest with sins 
regarding sexuality,’’ he said. This is regretful because 
‘““penance is a sacrament of love and forgiveness.”’

Teresa Melendrez of St. Margaret Mary parish, Braw- 
ley, shared their enthusiasm. She said his talk was funny 
and given ‘‘from a teen-ager’s point of view.”’

SAN DIEGO — Penny Banks brought her workshop 
audiences face to face with the second largest killer of 
youth — suicide. 

Banks, a former program coordinator for the diocesan 
youth office, is founder and director of Ministries Unlim- 
ited that provides training for youth leaders. 

Caring, responsible youth can usually prevent self- 
destruction among their peers, she said, adding that Jesus 
is the source of their power. ‘‘He calls you to freedom . . . 
and to liberate others from the jail of their own isolation. 
When teen-agers are desperate they turn to each other.”’ 

Banks emphasized the importance of identifying and 
befriending potential suicide victims who may be unpop- 
ular and neglected. Alerting their parents, counselors and 
teachers will provide them with a ‘‘support network,’’ she 
said. 

However, adults cannot give the same support as 
youths who should serve as a bridge between the troubled 
person and their peers, she said. 

Some suicide plans can be aborted in crisis situations, 
the speaker said. She gave several pointers for dealing 
with suicidal people who telephone a friend about their 
readiness to die. 


¢ Keep them on the telephone. Learn their where- 
abouts and how they will self-destruct. 

® Record this information and hand it to someone 
nearby who can obtain help. If alone, use attention- 
attracting devices to bring people to you. 

¢ Prolong the conversation until the caller receives 
help.

e Last gestures performed calmly, such as giving away 
prized possessions. 


Suicide is shocking because. ‘‘humans cherish life,’’ 
Banks said. She explained this apparent contradiction in 
values by addressing some causes of suicide. 

An imbalance between tension and relationships can 
lead to self-destruction, she said. Tension, a positive mo- 
tivating force in life which occurs among people living to- 

gether, becomes negative when it is extreme, she said. 


= ®iationships require a ‘“‘balance between needing 


people and being independent,’’ she continued. Boy-girl 
relationships can result. in overdependency and losing 
one’s identity. This causes excessive tension and possible 
feelings of isolation and aggression, she said. 

In extreme cases, aggression turned outward can lead 
to homicide; aggression turned inward can motivate 
suicide. 

An identity crisis can also precipitate suicide, Banks 
said. This problem occurs when people do not determine 
‘“‘what they are going to be in this society.’ 

She contrasted roles of men and women in the 1950s. 
Women found their identity in being housewives and 
mothers; men were expected to be strong, unfeeling and 
good financial providers. 

“‘Men and women in the 1980s can have the best of 
both worlds,”’ she said, referring to today’s wider accep- 
tance of alternative roles for both sexes. 

Inability to cope with loss is another cause of suicide, 
Banks said. When death brings physical loss, ‘‘we must 
allow ourselves to mourn. Value life enough to miss it 
when it’s gone.” 

A sense of inadequacy can also foster suicidal tenden- 
cies, she said. ‘‘Expectation levels must be balanced be- 
tween what others expect of us and what we can do. We 
must know our limitations’’ and not ‘‘allow others to bat- 
ter us with their expectations.”’ 

Banks cautioned against feeling guilty when one’s best 
efforts to prevent a suicide have failed. ‘‘Allow yourselves 
the right to mourn’”’ and share your grief with the victim’s 
relatives, she advised. 

She urged the youth to use ‘“‘wisdom, love and prayer’’ 
in befriending younger siblings of the deceased — likely 
prosects for suicide. ‘‘This is living out the Gospel story of 
the Good Samaritan,”’ she said. ‘‘As human beings, our 
Job is to give one another hope.”’

Spanish workshop 
highlights youth’s 
role in the family 


Young people can help remove the ‘darkness’ that 
problems bring to their homes, said Jesuit Father 
Anastacio Rivera.

SAN DIEGO — Youth Day participants who attended 
one of four Spanish workshops were told they could be the 
chain that links their families with God. 

Each family member reacts differently to problems that 
often cause ‘‘darkness’’ to descend on one’s home, 
explained Jesuit Father Anastacio Rivera, superior for the 
Diocese of Orange Jesuit community and director of 
Hispanic apostolate in Los Angeles. 

Many times youth, who often feel the most defenseless 
and alone, prefer to leave their homes instead of trying to 
resolve their families’ problems, he said during his talk on 
“The Family.’’ 

The priest said youth should try to find common 
ground with other family members, suggesting life, grace 
and God as examples. 

The speaker noted that his audience was at an age at 
which they begin to feel physically attracted to others, 
especially: members of the opposite sex. Youth need to 
share their love with their families. ‘‘We need to return 
affection to the traditionally affectionate Hispanic 
family,’’ he said. 

“It’s up to you to return loye to your family,’” Father 
Rivera said. He suggested bringing flowers to family 
members as one way to demonstrate affection. 

He told the youth not to put off telling their families 
they love them, lest death rob them of the opportunity to 
do so. 

‘‘Nothing escapes God’s attention,’? said Alfredo 
Gamez, who works with Young Life, a non-denomina- 
tional group that counsels Hispanic youth in Volleson, 
Ariz. 

‘‘There are many things that we should do but don’t,”’ 
Gamez said during his Spanish workshop on ** Hispanic 
Youth in the United States.’’ Failure to accomplish these 
tasks creates fear and anxiety within us Christians. 

He noted that 106 hours a week are required to satisfy 
the human neccesities of working, sleeping, and eating, 
leaving 62 ‘‘extra’’ hours per week. ‘‘What do we do with 
this time?’’ he asked. 

Youth should spend this time studying and preparing 
for the future. “‘If we don’t think about what we will do 
the day after tomorrow, when it arrives we will have 
nothing,’’ Gamez said. 

The Bible states that ‘‘it is only by the sweat of one’s 
brow’’ that a person will obtain life’s neccessities and 
more, he said, noting that life’s basic needs cost a lot of 
money. He told his young audience to consider the time it 
has taken their parents to obtain what they possess. 

Success and failure are established by law, Gamez said. 
““We don’t fail because we’re Mexican, but because we 
don’t think and we don’t want to work,’’ he said. 

He reviewed a list of 31 reasons why people fail, noting 
that to succeed a person need only do the opposite of 
these. Among these were lack of a well-defined purpose in 
life, insufficient education, lack of sell-discipline and 
procrastination.

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Faith saved youth from drugs |

SAN: DIEGO — The grace of God enabled Luis Osuna 
to escape from drugs. 

God’s instrument of salvation, Osuna says, was a girl 
who led him to God and away from drugs. 

Today, instead of ‘‘hanging out”’ with his friends in 
Chicano Park, Osuna reads the Bible, sings in a choir and 
is a prayer group member. 

A 21-year-old Logan Heights resident, Osuna began 
abusing drugs as a high school senior when he accepted a 
marijuana cigarette from a friend. He remembers that his 
teachers, once friendly toward him, rejected him after he 
began ‘abusing drugs. 

For two years drugs ‘‘had a hold on’”’ him. He abused 
marijuana, alcohol and cocaine. 

Then he met the girl who led him to change his life. He 
initially wanted to get romantically involved with her, but 
she would spend their time together ‘‘talking about 
God.”’ 

Now he realizes that he ‘‘experienced true friendship” 
with her. ‘“The Holy Spirit has helped me understand 
many things.”’ 

‘‘God began to changé me. . . 
grace of God,”’ he says. 

He quit the job he held then because ‘‘there were too 
many drfigs’’ being used there. ‘‘I wanted to get away 
from (this job) because my mind was too weak to stay 
away from (drugs) at that time.”’ 

Osuna no longer spends Friday, Saturday and Sunday 
partying. “‘I get no satisfaction’’ from parties. He has 
since realized these parties diminished rather than ful- 
filled him. 

Osuna often spends weekends at retreats and sings with 
the St. Mary Church choir in National City. 

Several weeks ago he gave his testimony at a Hispanic 
youth retreat. ‘Before I couldn’t talk in a group because | 
would get nervous.’’ He thanks God for allowing him to 
share his experiences. 

His family relationships also have changed. Since his 
conversion, he no longer yells at his mother.

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«|» CBN scores high in recent violence study 
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If your teen-age child is looking for an 
example of irony to use in a high school 
course, consider the following: 

The National Coalition on Television 
Violence (NCTV) has recently studied a 
network and found its shows to have 
scored high on the NCTV scale of 
violence. Who’s the culprit? The 
Christian Broadcasting Network (CBN), 
which bills itself as ‘‘the family 
entertainer.’’ 

It isn’t the religious programming on 
CBN that caught NCTV’s eye and ire; it 
was the old TV series which CBN has 
started to run, like ‘‘The Man from 
UNE CG Leh oe Riflemanaze cand 
“‘“Gunsmoke.’’? NCTV analyzed those 
shows for two weeks and found them not 
only violent but also antithetical to the 
Christian tenets of ‘‘love your enemy”’ 
and ‘‘do good to him who persecutes 
you.” 

Here are some of the negatives from 
the NCTV study: 

e “CBN action programming 
averaged almost five instances of alcohol 
consumption per hour.’’ 

e ‘In 15 episodes of ‘Man from 
U.N.C.L.E.,’ the two heroes killed 48 of 
their enemies, attempt to kill another 14 
and knocked 61 unconscious. (This series)

e “‘These programs made no attempt 
to teach to love one’s enemy or to resist 
evil with good. . . . CBN’s most popular 
programs teach that violence is almost 
always needed to resolve conflicts and that 
it works very well.”’ 

A spokesman for CBN told the 
National Catholic News Service that the 
study ‘“‘lacks credibility. Westerns are 
part of the Americana. “The 
Rifleman’ has many touching episodes 
where (the hero) teaches his son how to 
relate to people and teaches him moral 
values.” 

Regardless of whom you believe in that 
particular dispute, there is increasing 
evidence that watching violent programs 
on any network has an effect on you. The 
folks at the Annenberg 


Pennsylvania have been analyzing TV for 
two decades and their latest study found 


School of 
Communications at the University of 


that watching four or more hours of TV 
daily leads people ‘‘to express a 
heightened sense of living in a mean 
world of danger and mistrust, alienation 
and gloom.”’ 

The results are not difficult to 
understand. If you see enough TV people 
being mugged, slugged and plugged, you 
can easily begin to wonder when your 
turn is coming. The study found the 
viewers see 16 violent acts, including two 
murders, during each. evening’s 
primetime viewing. Multiply that by the 
number of days in a year and _ years 
you’ve watched the tube. Scary, isn’t it? 

If you can get your kids away from the 
TV, don’t breathe a sigh of relief. NCTV 
is also critical of Garbage Pail Kids and 
Madball trading cards which feature 
“decapitated girls, axe-murdering boys, a 


young female being pulverized in a 
blender human skulls chopped. 
open.”’ 


NCTYV also objects to war toys and 
other products, such as toy laser guns, 
camouflage sheets, ‘‘A-Team”’ cereal and 
lunch boxes featuring Rambo. 

‘‘An in-depth education in intense and 
sadistic violence has become a standard 
part of growing up in America,”’ said Dr. 
Thomas Radecki,, NCTV_ research 
director. ‘‘This year, the average four- to 


eight-year-old will watch 250 


episodes of war cartoons and 800 ads for

war toys. This is the equivalent of 22 days 
of classroom instruction in exciting pro- 
war entertainment.’

NCC urges public action to cut violence in media

CHICAGO (NC) — The National Council of 
Churches has called for public action to reduce the 
prevalence of violence, particularly vidlent sexual 
material, in movies, television and home video. 

While reaffirming the council’s traditional opposition 
to censorship, it added a new element in calling for 
intervention by government to protect the public interest 
with ‘‘responsible regulation.”’ 

The move came in unanimous adoption of a policy 
statement Nov. 6 by the NCC governing board in 
Chicago, It completed a process that began in 1983 with

the policy document, which will now be the basis for NCC 
resolutions and staff activity, was discussed at a previous 
governing board meeting in New Orleans. 

“We support industry self-regulation as a means of 
solving many of the problems related to violence in the 
media,’ the NCC said. ‘‘But we believe that self- 
regulation can be only a partial solution, because without 
some governmental oversight the industry’s self-interests 
will take precedence over the public interest.”’

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in the media. ‘‘We believe ¢hildren should legally be 
barred from theater showings of films deemed unsuitable 
for them,’’ the policy document said. ‘‘Parents should be 
helped to avoid the showing of that same material in their 
homes via television, cable and videocassette. At the same 
time, broadcasters should be required to make: available 
regularly scheduled programming to enlighten and 
entertain children.’’ 

The NCC said, ‘‘Gratuitous violence, and especially 
exploitative sexual violence, must not be allowed in 
homes without clear and advance information to viewers 
as to the nature of the material. Also, viewer control over 
what is seen by children should be guaranteed.”’ 

The council urged churches to undertake educational 
and promotional efforts to aid viewers and particularly 
parents in countering media violence. And it advised the 
industry itself to carry out voluntary reforms as a way of 
avoiding pressures that might threaten First Amendment 
freedoms. 

But Congress Federal Communications

Commission were also urged to take a more assertive role. & 


The NCC document called on them to study and 
publicize the effects of media violence, require 
broadcasters to warn audiences about program violence, 
reinstate processes for ascertaining community views and 
require cable TV companies to ‘‘provide means by which 
parents may exercise their right to prevent their children 
from viewing programs deemed unsuitable.’’ 

The NCC declared agreement with those researchers 
who have concluded that media violence stimulates 
violent behavior. 

“The conclusion that media encourages 
antisocial and aggressive behavior is consistent with 
accepted theories about the nature of social learning,” the 
NCC said. 

‘“‘Laboratory studies show that violent sexual material 
stimulates aggression toward women; also, . violent 
material stimulates sexual violence.’’ It urged special 
monitoring of music video that ‘‘combines teen idols with 
erotic material and violence in a repetitive context.”’
